Bring out the 
Best in Children 


The majority of parents are 
usually agreed that perhaps it is 
just as well the choice of their 
prospective childrens sex is a 
matter of chance but they some— 
times wish they had more control 
over his phsysical and mental 
potentiality. 


As a matter of fact, parents do 
have much to contribute to the 
status of their children, for all 


:| the genetic factors which deter— 


mine this status are derived from 
either one parent or the other; 
these factors are carried in the 
chromosomes. 


Dr. J. Gerard, Professor of 
Pediatrics at the University of 
Saskatchewan, writing in Health 
Magazine, goes on to explain how 
by the study of chromosomes in 
man during the last few years 
parents may help to raise a future 
generation more gifted than their 
own. 
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Until five years ago no one knew 


how to separate them from one 
another. In fact it was thought men 
and women each had 48 chromo— 
somes in every cell. We now know 
they have 46 — 23 derived orig— 
inally from the mother and 23 
from; the father — —these pair 
up to form 23 pairs of chromo— 
somes. As Dr. Gerrard comments: 
It igs theefore not a matter of 
chance that children tend to look 
like their parents, for half their 
chromosomes are derived from 1 
parent or the other and these 
chromosomes determine their 
physical features, just as they 
determined their parents. 

In conclusion Dr. Gerrard points 
out: the childs phsique and mental 
status is determined in a very 
real way by the parents — and 
sO aS your own children grow, 
bring out the best in them, not 
because this will enable them to 
Pass on better genetic material to 
their children; it will not do this, 
for they can only pass on what they 
have received from you, but it 
will ensure they will mix and 


fraternise with people of their 


own calibre, or better.
